Applicant's amendment, filed after notice of appeal but prior to the filing of a brief, will not be entered because it does not comply with the 
provisions of MPEP 1206. Specifically, the proposed amendments raise new issues requiring further consideration and/or search in that 
new claim 62 now recites that the surfactant is selected from the group of compounds recited in lines 5-7. Of the recited compounds, only 
polyoxyethylene alkylene phenyl ether was previously recited in the claims (see claim 44 in the immediate prior version of the claims). 
Thus, the presentation of additional types of surfactants never previously recited in the claims raises new issues. In addition, new claim 62 
now requires that the reagent for determining cholesterol be selected from the group consisting of (1) cholesterol esterase and cholesterol 
oxidase and (2) cholesterol esterase and cholesterol dehydrogenase, which raises new issues requiring further consideration and/or 
search since these enzyme combinations were never previously recited in the claims.
